Is  Your  Club  Fading  A  way? 


One  of  the  things  that  keeps  a  coin  club  going  is  how  interesting  the  meetings  can  be 
made.  For  98  percent  of  those  in  attendance  the  “business”  portion  of  the  meeting  is 
something  to  simply  be  endured.  To  this  end  many  clubs  hold  a  board  meeting  a  week 
previous  or  even  an  hour  ahead  of  the  regular  meeting  to  hash  out  the  items  of  little  interest  to 
most  members  and  certainly  all  guests  on  hand.  If  it  turns  out  there  is  general  member  interest 
it  can  always  be  broached  at  the  general  meeting.  I  recall  one  local  president  whose  goal  was 
to  finish  all  business  including  the  reading  of  the  minutes  and  treasurer's  report  in  less  than 
five  minutes.  He  always  closed  the  meeting  with  “now  lets  trade  coins.”  He  was  popular. 

The  second  way  to  keep  people  coming  to  meetings  is  to  feed  them.  The  Nebraska  City 
Coin  Club  used  to  meet  at  Mary  Ulbrick's  Cafe  so  some  people  came  early  to  eat  supper  and 
others  stayed  afterwards  for  coffee  and  dessert.  Mary  made  a  few  bucks  on  food  and  the  club 
always  had  a  meeting  room.  Families  also  arrived  as  a  unit  which  built  young  and  spouse  col¬ 
lectors. 

Food  may  not  be  possible  for  all  clubs  so  the  third  interest/attendance  builder  is  a  club 
raffle.  Some  clubs  have  a  progressive  prize  where  you  must  be  present  to  win  and  something  is 
added  at  each  meeting  thus  building  interest,  and  hopefully,  attendance.  To  effect  this  all  you 
need  is  a  cigar  box  with  a  token  or  card  with  each  paid-up  member's  name. 

A  common  interest  builder  is  an  auction  run  by  the  club  either  as  a  silent  board  before 
and  after  the  meeting  or  a  live  auction  following  the  business  section.  Some  clubs  charge  10 
cents  a  lot  or  1  percent  as  a  fund  raiser,  others  limit  the  number  of  lots  any  member  can  put  up 
and  charge  nothing  to  sell  items. 

There  is  nothing,  like  entertainment.  The  A.N.A.  has  movies  and  videos  which  can  be 
borrowed  and  since  most  meeting  rooms  have  a  VCR  on  site  nothing  has  to  be  brought  in. 
This  is  a  good  responsibility  to  give  the  Vice  President  since  he  often  has  few  responsibilities. 
Live  programs  from  members  are  always  popular  but  it  can  be  a  trick  to  get  participation. 
Other  people  in  the  community  are  often  a  possibility  which  is  overlooked.  The  Lincoln  Coin 
Club  recently  has  a  safe/burglar  alarm  specialist  which  proved  both  interesting  and  infor¬ 
mative.  Local  school  teachers  or  professors  also  can  usually  be  found  with  interests  in  com¬ 
mon  with  collecting. 

Saving  the  most  controversial  till  last;  why  not  trade  programs  with  other  clubs  in  the 
area.  Even  purists  will  usually  admit  a  good  program  on  stamps,  postcards  or  local  history  can 
be  interesting.  As  smaller  clubs  get  smaller  it  might  even  be  worth  considering  combining  into 
a  collector's  club  with  one  treasury  and  officer  group  with  maybe  a  vice  president  for  each 
specialty. 

See  you  at  the  upcoming  convention.  .  .  meantime,  good  collecting.

St.  Patrick  or  Mark  Newby  Token

A  gentleman  named  Mark  Newby  arrived  in  New  Jersey  on  November  19th, 
1691.  He  and  his  family  had  emijgrated  from  Dublin  along  with  others.  One 
reference  I  used  (Early  American  Coins  by  Robert  A.  Vlack,  2nd  ed.  1 965)  says  that 
Newby  was  the  leader  of  the  party  and  another  reference  (Comprehensive  Guide  to 
American  Colonial  Coinage  by  Sanford  J.  Durst,  1976)  refers  to  Newby  as  “an 
astute  businessman”. 

He  may  well  have  functioned  as  both  the  party  leader  and  businessman 
because  he  brought  with  him  enough  of  the  St.  Patrick  tokens  to  have  the  half¬ 
pence  made  legal  tender  for  amounts  up  to  five  shilllings.  The  act  passed  on  May 
8th,  1692  reads  in  part: 

“That  Mark  Newbie’s  half  pence,  called  Patricks  half-pence,  shall  from  and  after 
the  said  Eighteenth  Instant,  Pass  of  half-pence  Current  pay  of  this  Province,  provid¬ 
ed  he,  the  said  Mark,  give  sufficient  Security  to  the  Speaker  of  this  House,  for  the 
use  to  the  General  Assembly  from  Time  to  Time  being,  that  he  the  said  Mark,  his 
Executors  and  Administrators,  shall  and  will  change  the  said  half  pence  for  pay 
Equivalent,  upon  demand:  and  provided  also,  that  no  Person  or  Persons  be  hereby 
obliged  to  take  more  than  five  Shillings  in  one  Payment.” 

This  effectively  made  Mark  Newby  (Newbie)  a  bank.  As  you  can  see  back  then 
some  things  could  move  rather  quickly  when  there  was  a  need.  Newby  arrived  with 
tokens  in  an  area  that  had  no  small  change  and  within  six  months  had  them  cir¬ 
culating  as  legal  tender.  The  Farthings  he  brought  with  him  probably  circulated  too 
but  without  legal  status. 

Many  die  varieties  exist.  In  The  Early  Coins  of  America  by  Sylvester  S. 
Crosby,  1965  reprint,  four  obverse  and  six  reverse  dies  are  counted  for  the  half¬ 
pence  and  for  the  farthings  there  are  twenty-two  obverse  and  twenty-three  reverse 
dies.  There  are  examples  in  both  silver  and  copper.  The  copper  pieces  had  a  brass 
plug  in  them  where  the  crown  is  in  order  to  give  it  the  appearance  of  gold.  While 
there  are  some  that  don't  have  the  plug  they  seem  to  be  in  the  minority.

Italy  Wins  Top  A  ward  i 

lOLA.  WIS.  —  Italy  may  be  establishing  a  numismatic  dynasty.  Its  Flora  and 
Fauna  silver  500  lira.  KM- 154,  has  been  named  Coin  of  The  Year  for  pieces  dated 
1992.  This  makes  two  awards  in  a  row  for  Italy. 

Not  since  the  United  States  took  the  1982  and  1 983  COTY  awards  has  any  na¬ 
tion  repeated. 

World  Coin  News’  publisher  Albert  “Bo”  Smith  made  the  announcement. 
World  Coin  News  is  the  newspaper  for  world  coin  collectors,  and  is  the  sponsor  of 
the  competition. 

An  international  panel  of  judges  had  a  field  of  seven  designs  to  choose  from  in 
making  their  selection  during  a  second  round  of  balloting  that  concluded  in  January 
1994. 

In  the  first  round  of  voting,  during  the  autumn  of  1993,  the  500  lire  was  nam¬ 
ed  the  winner  of  Most  Artistic  Coin  honors  by  the  judges.  The  winners  in  seven 
other  COTY  categories  then  vied  with  the  Italian  issue  for  the  overall  title. 

Another  piece  competing  to  be  named  Coin  of  The  Year  was  the  Austrian  100 
schilling,  KM-3007,  for  Kaiser  Karl  V  (Charles  V),  which  was  named  Best  Crown. 

A  U.S.  $5  cold  piece  honoring  Christopher  Columbus  and  the  discovery  of 
America  in  1492  topped  the  Best  Gold  Category. 

Another  U.S.  coin,  a  silver  dollar  marking  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  White 
House,  was  named  Most  Popular  Coin. 

A  copper-nickel  1 -rouble  coin  celebrating  the  rebirth  of  Russian  sovereignty, 
Y-303,  was  the  winner  of  the  Most  Historically  Significant  Coin  category. 

At  the  top  of  the  Best  Silver  Coin  category  was  Spain's  silver  Olympic  2,000 
pesetas,  Y-223. 

The  winner  of  two  categories.  Best  Trade  Coin  and  Most  Innovative  Coinage 
Concept,  was  France’s  tri-metal  20  francs  depicting  Mt.  St.  Michel,  Y-167.  The 
coin  is  made  of  copper-aluminum-nickel  outer  ring  around  a  pure  nickel  inner  ring 
which  then  contains  a  copper-aluminum-nickel  center. 

“Selected  from  a  distinguished  field,  Italy’s  500  lire  was  the  choice  of  an  inter¬ 
national  panel  of  judges.  We  are  pleased  to  recognize  the  creativity,  artistry  and 
quality  shown  in  this  coin,”  Smith  said. 

Judges  are  numismatic  professionals  located  around  the  world.  They  have 
backgrounds  as  mintmasters.iartists,  coin  dealers,  hobby  leaders  and  journalists. 
They  are  asked  by  Krause  Publications  to  participate  in  the  two  rounds  of  balloting 
without  compensation. 

“We  are  grateful  to  our  judging  panel.  There  are  64  busy  career  men  and 
women  who  give  their  time  each  year  for  the  encouragement  of  better  world  coin 
issues,”  Smith  said. 

Arrangements  are  pending  for  an  awards  ceremony  to  be  held  to  present  the 
official  trophies  to  the  1992  COTY  winner  and  the  winners  of  each  of  the 
categories.  Last  year  the  awards  were  given  in  late  July  during  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  convention  in  Baltimore. 

The  Coin  of  The  Year  award  was  established  1 2  years  ago  by  Krause  Publica¬ 
tions’  World  Coin  News  to  recognize  superior  work  and  talent  in  the  numismatic 
field  and  to  offer  positive  feedback  to  the  world’s  mints. 

An  award  cycle  consists  of  four  steps.  An  in-house  panel  meets  in  August 
following  the  close  of  the  calendar  year  under  consideration  to  compile  up  to  10 
nominations  in  each  of  the  eight  COTY  categories.  The  reason  for  this  delay  is  to 
allow  the  widest  possible  field.  Not  all  coins  are  introduced  to  circulation  during  the 
year  stamped  on  them.  The  delay  gives  the<;e  tardy  issues  a  greater  chance  to  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  process.  r-  j 

The  second  step  is  a  ballot  prepared  for  the  judging  panel  for  the  first-round 
vote.  The  third  step  is  a  second  and  final  round  of  voting  that  occurs  with  a  ballot 
that  lists  the  winners  of  the  first  round. 

Presentation  of  the  COTY  Award  and  its  companion  awards  is  the  fourth  and 
final  step.

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A  Great  Buy  In  Copper  And  Bronze

During  a  day  of  vacation  in  November,  my  wife  and  I  decided  to  go  to  the 
local  flea  market  to  browse,  hopeful  to  pick  up  a  couple  of  Christmas  gifts  for  our  6 
year  old  son.  Where  else  can  you  go  and  shop  where  200  people  want  to  sell  their 
extra  belongings  for  a  fair  price? 

Having  made  the  rounds  and  picking  up  a  few  items  which  caught  our  eye,  we 
made  our  way  to  the  cashier.  It  was  there  that  I  made  perhaps  the  best  buy  of  the 
day.  There  before  me  was  a  large  box  of  coins! 

As  we  got  closer  I  could  see  that  they  were  Great  Britian  Large  Cents.  The 
cost:  10  cents  each!  I  could  not  believe  my  eyes,  so  I  asked  the  clerk  to  let  me  look 
through  this  treasurer  chest  of  old  coppers.  Quickly,  I  counted  out  50  and  handed 
the  box  back  to  the  cashier. 

When  we  got  back  home,  I  quickly  looked  through  my  purchase.  To  my  sur¬ 
prise,  the  coins  dated  as  far  back  as  the  mid  1870's.  In  looking  up  values  in  the 
catalog,  there  were  several  with  values  of  $1.00  to  $3.00.  My  plan  for  the  coming 
Saturday  was  made  right  there. 

Saturday  morning  found  me  arriving  at  the  flea  market  shop  just  after  open¬ 
ing.  1  went  to  the  cashier  and  told  her  I  would  like  to  buy  all  the  large  coins  in  the 
box.  She  looked  at  me  sort  of  funny,  but  helped  me  count  the  coins  into  stacks  of  1 0 
each.  When  we  were  done  we  had  1 5  stacks  piled  up  on  the  glass  display  case.  After 
all,  a  sale  is  a  sale.  And  this  was  definately  a  bargain. 

Searching  through  my  purchase  at  home,  1  discovered  several  more  coins  in 
the  1870's.  1880's,  I890's  and  early  1900’s.  Also  in  the  group  were  several  Irish 
Large  Cents  dated  in  the  1 940's.  All  these  great  old  coppers  for  only  10  cents  each! 
What  a  joy.  Where  else  could  you  find  such  a  bargain? 

It  has  been  a  couple  of  months  now  since  I  have  been  to  the  flea  market,  so 
perhaps  a  bargain  adventure  is  in  the  near  future.  Who  knows  what  awaits  the 
bargain  shopper?

How  To  Get  Publicity  For  Your  Coin  Club

When  a  coin  club  wants  to  announce  its  upcoming,  annual  show  or  promote 
its  regular  monthly  meeting  there's  an  easy  way  to  achieve  that  publicity  goal  by 
getting  a  story  or  listing  in  the  local  community  newspaper.  In  fact,  the  editors  pro¬ 
bably  are  eager  to  help  you  promote  your  events. 

First,  remember  the  basic,  “Five  W’s"  of  journalism;  Who,  What,  Where, 
When,  and  Why  (and  sometimes  Howl.  A  simple,  but  adequate  press  release  might 
be  something  as  breif  as  this. 


Who:  The  Rural  Metropolitan  Coin  Club 

What;  109th  annual  rare  coin  show.  Free  Admission.

Why:  For  collectors  of  all  ages.  Free  verification  and  authentication 
service  will  be  provided  by  the  club  members  for  anyone  who  wants  to  bring  their 
old  or  unusual  coins  and  paper  money  to  be  examined  at  the  show. 

For  more  information  contact;  (include  here  the  name,  address,  and  if 
possible  the  daytime  telephone  number  of  someone  the  news  organization  and  the 
general  public  can  contact). 


If  you  prefer  to  write  out  a  more  traditional  press  release  remember  these  three 
important  words;  Simple  declarative  sentences.  Be  brief,  and  avoid  tossing  in  opi 
nions  such  as  “we  know  you'll  have  a  good  time  at  our  club  meeting." 

Wheather  it's  a  simple  Who-What-Where  listing,  or  a  few  pages  of  clearly  writ¬ 
ten  paragraphs,  be  sure  to  type  the  press  release  and  double  space.  Legible 
photocopies  are  fine,  but  do  not  send  carbon  copies.  Carefully  proof  read  the 
publicity  release,  check  for  errors  of  fact  and  incorrect  spellings. 

Next,  find  out  who  should  receive  your  mailing.  Telephone  your  local 
newspapers  and  ask  for  the  name  of  the  person  in  charge  of  receiving  information 
from  community  organizations.  Speak  directly  to  that  person  and  explain  that  your 
material  will  be  coming  soon  in  the  mail.  Ask  if  the  newspaper  has  any  special  re¬ 
quirements  for  press  releases.  Be  sure  to  mail  your  materials  at  lea.st  two  full  weeks 
prior  to  your  scheduled  event. 

Don't  forget  that  local  radio  and  television  stations  also  broadcast  PSA 
materials  —  Public  Service  Announcements.  These  are  free  “commercials  for  non¬ 
profit  organizations,  and  your  publicity  items  can  become  a  PSA. 

Your  press  release  may  not  make  ibe  front  page  or  be  the  top  item  on  the  even¬ 
ing  television  newscast,  but  you'll  still  get  results  that  will  hel])  both  your  club  and 
our  hobby.
